BRITISH CONTENTION 
OPPOSED BY U.S. 


* A Paris despatch to the: New 
York Evening Post, dated March 
12, says>—Realising the pos- 
sibility of a virtual monopoly of 
cable communications by Grest 
Britisin should her claims to the 
captured German cables"be sus- 
tained, with the consequent sub- 
mission of the great foreign busi- 
ness interests ofthe United States 
to alien control in this respect, 
the American delegates to the 
Peace Conference are endéavour- 
ing to make a strong presentation 
of their case before the legal 
authorities to whom the subject

“Bertie thwart the: British 
cut the two German cables from 
Emden to America by way of the 
Azores, ‘and also the -cable be- 
tween Monrovia, the * Liberian 
capital, and Brazil.

The British now claim that 
these cables are prizes of war. 
They do not intend to allow their 
return to Germany or to regard.

the Peace Conference. The 
American delegates, “however, 
fontend Ghat the cables were 
unlawfully reconnected, because 
the United States was not at war 
when this was done, and had an 
interest in them as being one of 
the termini.. Nor, they claim, 
was there proper warrant for the 
cutting of the cable betwpen 
Liberia and Brazil, as both thése 
countries were neutral at the 
time it was done. - _

SENSATIONAL CRUSADE IN 
‘NEW YORE. 

The agitation against the ex- 
tremely low-necked dresses which 
are being worn in. ballrooms and 
at other public functions, says a 
New York telegram of February 
8,is naw supported by the New 
York City Federation of Women’s 
Glubs, including all the women's 

organisations of Greater New 
York. 

At the annual meeting of the 
federation the previous day a re- 
solution was passed unanimously, 
declaring that “ whereas the de- 
signers of women's evening gowns 
have led the fashion to the ex- 
treme limit of indecency, and this 
js having 8 most demoralising 
effect on the youth of the country, 
therefore be it-resolved that we 
women of New York do all in our 
power. to urge women: to dress 
modestly, and we, through the 
committee appointed by the pre- 
“gident of the'city federation, seek 
to control indecency in’ dress by 
appealing to the designers of 
women’s fashions and the leading 
shops and by public appeal to 
women.” 

Mrs. J. G. Wentz, president of 
the Women’s Republican Club, 
who started the agitation, ssid, 
“Women are. disgracing ‘them- 
selves by appearing with dresses 
bare’ as fo the neck, back, and 
arms. The fault, however, is that 
of the designers. If they did not 
concoct those monstrosities, wo- 
men would-not wear them. J 
we take a stand against ‘gowns 
Neat ito the waist-ling can do

much to see that women are 
covered at night. 

. “Our boys.are coming home 
from the front, with higher ideals, 
and itis improperthat they should 
meet girls dressed in the present 
indecent fashion.” 

Dr. Copeland,.the City Commis- 
sioner of Health, who is conduct- 
ing the campaign against the 
drug* evil, also addressed the 
federation, and caus ed asensation 
by declaring: “ Charming as you 
are, ladies, [ am not sure that 
there are not drug victims among 
you.” Noting the consternation 
among the women, Dr. Copeland 
added: “ However, being adrug- 
taker does not necessarily mean 
that one is a rascal ora cheat. 

Dr. Copeland did not explain 
himself further, but is suggested 
that he has discovered that club 
life among women, with its con- 
stant éxcitement, is @ contribut- 
ing cause to the spread of the 
“dope” "habit.

Ata well attended meeting held 
at the call of -the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce, Mr, Mar 
shalt Dill presiding, cin she 
Assembly Room in the Mer- 


4eohants Exchange Building ‘on 


March 13, many concrete 
suggestions ‘and recommenda- 
tions were offered as remedial to 
the present ocean’ rate situation, 
Representatives of many lines 
of..industry reported: -business 
practically ata standstill due to, 
inability to got sufficient bottoms 
to carry freight and on account of 
thé stringent need of an equaliza- 
tion of freight rates as between 
boats plying from this coast and 
Atlantic ocean commerce. Mr. 
Harold Ehbey, local representa- 
tive of fthe Shipping Board. was 
present and stated that the 
Shipping Board craved con- 
structive Suggestions from 
steamship . operators, . ship- 
pers and merchant and 
further stated that a number of 
wooden vessels would be available 
within a short time although the 
exact number could not be stated, 

He pointed tathe difficulty which 
had been encountered in the oper- 
ation of waoden vessels and to the. 
fact that the Shipping Board had 
ordered the discontinuance of 
further wooden construction. In 
order to prepare the best 
method of bringing suggestions 
to the Shipping Board, it 
was decided that a special 
Committee be appointed to pre- 
pare a report to the’ Foreign |. 
Trade Committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce for their action, 

offering. the aid of shippers, 
manufacturing and producing in- 
terests to the Shipping Board? It 
was pointed out that no criticism 
of the present policy of the Ship- 
ping Board was intended and 
that the whole idea was to be of 
assistance in solving the present 
problem which means so much to 
San Francisco and -the Pacific 
Coast.

CANDIDATES. 


Mn David Lawrence, who! 
‘recently returned to America 
from France, writes in tha, Mee 
Fork Evening Post — 

Anywhere = that ‘Americans 
gather, whether it isin this coun- 
try or in France, they talk 
politics, Just now they are talk- 

ing Presidential polities. And 
‘Americans i in the Expeditionary 
Force seem to be as eager to pick 
the next President of the United 
States as the Americans who 
gather at the -Fifth Avenue club { 
Ge the carner store. 

Tothe person who Histensa to 
the gossip in France and then 
retums to America and listens ta 
the gossip here, nothing is more 
striking than, the differences in 
viewpoint. Over there they talk 
of a soldier «candidate. It is 
either Gen. Pershing or Gen. 
Leonard Wood. Over here sol- 
disr candidates are said to have 
less chance, the talk is of Mc- 
Adoo, or Gov. Cox, or Senator 


Handing, or Senator Johnson, or}. ° 


Willism Howard Taft. - 
Comparatively few of the men 
who have been in France have 
returned and perhaps many of 
‘them will assimilate the political 
opinion of those of more mature 
age who remained in America, 
bat the face is the Amarican 
troops abroad, large numbers of 
them, talk of their political power 
in practically being able tovelect 
the next President of the United 
States. First of all, there is the 
expectation of a big organisation 
. like the G. cA. RY to 
known as the World's 
Veterans or the W, 
V. Init would be not merely the 
- men who went to France to fight, 
but the personnel of the auxiliary 
organisations like the Red Cross, 
the Y.M.C.A. the Y.W.C.A, and 
the K. of C., and so on, women as 
wellagmen. Also there would 
be included all the persons who 
had a part in the war while in 
the. United States. NA&turally 
the organisation itself would not 
be instituted far political purposes 
any more than was the’G, AR. 
bat to-asser: the viewpoint of 
those who made sacrifices for 
their country and believe they 
can best give expression to their 
views through a national 
organisation, oO 
However that may be, 
the officers and men- who 
talk intelligently about American, 
politics to the inquirer 
in Frince make it “clear 
that they are more orless dis- 
gusted with the politician type 
who has been ruling-or misruling’ 
America as the case may be, and 
they want a two-fisted American, 
who will keep the country pre- 
pared to meet its forthcoming 
problems in a decisive American 
way. They talk ax if both the 
. Republican and Democratic lead- 
ers have been exploiting the 
rank and file of the two, parties 
by demagoguery unaccompanied 
by constructive accomplishment. 
Is Gen. Pershing popular? 
Does Gen. Wood command much 
strength? The answer to the first 
question is difficult to get. -As 
many persons with whom [ dis- 
cusssedthat werein favour of Gen. 
’ Pershing as against him for poli- 
tical office. The troops generally 
have seen very little of him, so he 
is mo: the popular “idol that 
Americans uSually have’ in mind 
when they think of a military 
man as a candidate for the 
Presidency. Ratherit would seem 
that Gen. Leonard Wood has a, 
better hold on his followers, is 
much ‘more -~ enthusiastically 
acclaimed and chempioned by 
those who believe in him for the 
Presidency: than is Gen. Pershing 
by his own followers, 
saPossibly this is die to the fact 
that the men who are devoted to 
Gen. Wood have a grievance. 
Take, for instance, thé, Eighty- 
ninth Division, from Kansas and 
Missouri. They called themselves 
the “Orphan Division" while in 
France, in memory of the abrupt 
detachment of Gen. Wood fromhis 
. division on the night before they 
sailed for France. The troops, who 
came to Jove Gen. Wood, felt 
that he had been mistreated—and 
_ they divide the blame between the 
Democratic Administration and 
Gen. Parshing. If the latter js a 
candidateand Gen. Wood is his

rival, much will be heard of thia 
contra versy, with the friends of 
the man who didn’t get across 


arguing that things might have 


been more efficiently handled iff 
he had been given his opportunity 


in France. . 

As for the controversies over 
the management of the American 
Expaditionary’ Force, if Gen. 
Wood is not in the forefront of 
attention when the campaign is 
on, and civilian candidates seak 
to attack the record of Gen. Per- 
shing, it is my judgment that the 
troops will forget many of their 
complaints in their deaira to pre- 
ventthe gredt accomplishments 
of the American Expeditionary 
Force in the great war from being 
belittled or discredited. They’ 
would rally tothe support of the 
man who led them to victory. 

So far as the great body af the 
officers and men are concerned, 
there is no question that they 
believe in some sort of military 
training as the best preparation 
for the future, and if the Repub- 
tican candidate has sucha plank 
in his platform and the Democrat 
bas not, it will not be dificult to 
tell where the majority of the 
returning soldiers will be on the 
issue, . 4 
Those . who have had an 
opportunity to.study Gen, Per- 
shing at close range do not believe 
he would advocate an army of 
such size as to levy too heavy a 

the American 

Rather would 
seem that he -favours a 
large navy to make the uses 
of a standing army outside 
of the United States less neces- 
sary and a ‘system of military 
training to obtaina reserve for 
emergencies. The -General al- / 
ways exchews political discussion | 
even with ‘his intimates. Still 
there is hardly a man who would : 
refuse the nomination for the ! 
Presidency if he had a chance | 
really to get it, and justi 
ds Charles Evans Hughes was | 
in a receptive mood just: 
before the Republican Convention 
in 1916 and nobody could point to 
a Single expression from him of a 
desire to run or leava the bench, 
so ty it similarly true that the 
commander-in-chief of the Ameri- 
can Expeditionary-- Forces is 
avoiding any statement or act 
which eould be construed as 2 
desire on his part to leave the 
army and run for the Presidency. 

Some time in -the spring, 

before . the big ‘poli- 
conventions are under 
way, Gen. Pershing will be due 
home, having successfully con- 
ducted the American Expedition- 
ary Forces through their job in 
Europz. Probably there will be 
& great welcome for him in News 
York, probably he will ba asked 
ta speak in severa! cities. The 
American people will have a 
look at the man who handled the 
biggest military enterprise in 
history of our nation, 
they will hear 
lips what the 
American soldiers did. Probably 
the American people will then 
say whether they think John J. 
Pershing is of Presidential calibre 
or not.’ At thix date. three thou- 
sand miles away from civillian 
candidates who have the stage all 
to themzelves, , pechaps little 
thought is given tq, Pershing. 
Maybe he will be much more im- 
portant when he is back vin 
America. Certainly a great many 
of his frends and followers now in 
France think so.

German bank. was ‘a 
clearing bank, ax accepting 
house, an issuing” house, 4 
discount company,,and a promot- 
ing syndicate tolled into one. 
But all these -functions are 
performed in London by separate 


concerns and institutions, each 


specialising in itx own peculiar 
aphere. To compare the German 
banks with the British joint 
stock banks is, therefore. to 
contrast the whole of .Germans's 
a :part of 
ours. Not only is our system 
better adapted to more varied 
needs and ourworld-wide and far- 
spread’ ‘responsibilities and inter- 


: | ests, but it is a more scientific and 


more highly developed. system 
than the German. In the second 
place the German banker was 
almost as much a trader 
as he was a banker. He 
involved himself directly in 
the success ,or failure of the 
particular concerns that be 
undertook to finance. He hecame 
a@ partner in the business; he was 
represented on the board. he 
controlled, and often directed its 
management. A year or. two 
the- war’ three 
leading banking groups in 
Germanys had their representa- 
tives, on nearly 409 trading 
company directorates. But this 
way of doing things entailed 
enormous risks acd- Habilities ; 
led to the erection of a huge 
sunerstructure on @ very shaky 
foundation: it meant trading on 
the narrowest of narrow margins; 
and it implicated industry and 
finance ip national and inter- 
national politics to such an 
extent that. those may not be 
far wrong .who believe that the 
war was partly deteymined upon 
to save a top-heavy edifice from 
crashing to the ground. Icertainly 
do not see the. least reason why 
British banks should be tempted 
by Germans's example or by her 
present fate to abandon their 
sounder, more prudent, and in the 
long run far more effective, policy. 
methods, and conceptions. Some 
people may stillthink the German 
banking system is better. than 
ours. I do notagree with them. 
Ail the banks in this company 
have come through the ordeal of 
the last four and a half years 
unscathed, their credit undimi- 
nished, their assets liquid, and the 
public confidence in their manage- 
ment unimpaired. (Cheers.)

When the council system 
asserted itself, as in the army, it 
madea real revolution, and the 
officer caste was broken, probably" 
for good. But the workmen were 
not so drastic in the Civil Service 
as were the soldiers in the army, 
and they allowed the Parliament- 
arians to spare the Amalekite. 
Only ; the political heads of 
departments were replaced by 
Social Democrats, and, in one 
case Iknow, a revolutionary Mini- 
ater allowed his predecessor, out 
of courtesy, to keep his bfficial 
residence. This was, of coyrse, 
all very nice, but it meant that 
the old machine was not’ broken 
up, noreven brought under con- 
trol. Fhe result was that a coali- 
tion between the mere reformers 
among the commissioners and 
the civil servants was enough to 
counterbalance. the more re- 
volutionary commissioners ~ and 
the councils, until finally external 
circumstances determined the 
deadlock in favour of the former.

Liebknecht, were working fora 
second revolution in alliance with 
Russian agents. This “Spartac- 
ua” faction was strong in the 
industrial disgricts of the centre 
and. west, among the sailors 
in the coast-towns’ and in 
Bertin. Its ranks were filled 
rapidly with discontented wark- 
men, disbanded soldiers, and 
derailed” youths, Rifles» were 
plentiful, and againss such 
irreguiary, supported by sailors, 


the Government was at first help- . 


less. But as the tegulars that had 
kept their ranks returned from 
the front it was found that some 
Yegimients "were ready to act 
against the mob. Such agolicy 
was denounced by the IndSpen- 
dents, Haase and Kautsky, and 
Ebert, perhaps also Scheidemann. 
had doubts, but Landsberg. who 
had found astrong man in Noske, 
the Prussian War Minister, drove 
| matters ta a breach. On the first 
fighting with the sailors at the 
Marstall on Dec. 23, Haase and 
| Kantsky resigned. Thus the in- 
tellectual and ideatist element of 
revolution was removed from all 
influence over the conduct of 
affairs. The result was to pro- 
duce at once a fightto2 finish 
betwoen the Real-politikers of 
the Government and the Radical 

of the opposition. 


Russian agents, combined with a 
Press propaganda against the 
Spartacists, provoked the latter 
toaction. They seized the affices 
of the Furwaerts and other 
papers most offensive to them, 
and used them for publishing their 
own pamphlets. They had not ap- 


Democrats moved towards the 

overnment. while the Govern- 
ment towards the end of the war 
caraeto meet them. Until final- 
ly the Ministry of Prince Mar af: 
Baden, that ended the war, not 


only represented. the “Reichstag } 


majority, but also the . Majority 
Social Democrats. :

Whon Prince Max went.down 
in the revolution he remitted the 
reins of govenment to Ebert. and 
Scheidemann.: They, knowing 
that atone they could not tule 
the whirlwind, called in the Min- 
ority Social Democrats, the Inde- 
pendents, offering them equal re- 
presentation in the Cabinet, now 
called the People’s » Commis- 
sioners, and in. the Central 
Council.” This arrangement was 
ratified by the Congress of Coun- 
ceils, though very perfunctorily, 
as it was considered es 2 provi- 
sional makeshift. = 

Now, while the Social Demo- 
crats of the Majority were just 
Parliamentary reformers, the In- 
dependents of the Minority, 
Haase and Kautsky. were .re- 
volutionaries. Liebrneght was a 
radical revolutionary who would 
not come into the Coalition. 
Consequently, whereas Elbert and 
Scheidemann considered them- 
selves as merely Comrhissioners 
to prepare a Constituent 
Asssembly, the Independents 
considered themselves Consuls 
for the, Congress of Councils. 
The former considered the revo- 
lution was probably unnecessary. 
and inany case had done its work 
in -preparing’: the .way for 
universal suffrage and a united 
Germany. The latter considered 
that the revolution had only 
begun, and could only do its work 
through the Soviet system and a 
general socialisation. 

The first’ serious difference 
came over the Poles, with whom 
the.Independents had practically 
con¢luded an arrangement which 

vas, however, upset by Lands- 
berg. one of thd People’s Com- 
missioners and a Jew from 
Posen.. Then came | serious 
differances over German poli¢y 
towarls the Entente.” The In- 
dependents advocated as 3 new 
orientation, of admitting culpabil- 
ity inthe war crisis in Belgium, 
submorine warfare, ete. and 
actively prosecuting an investigas, 
tion of accepting suck liatility as 
might be shown to be equitable, 
while, frankly dis¢issing such 
assets as could be. realised in 
payment. This the Majority re- 
jected, preferring a negative 
policy of passive submission. But 
the final breach came over in- 
ternal policy, thease of force 
against the Radicals of the re- 
volution who were trying tofarce

parently planned anything more 
| than a demonstration, and did not 
anyhow exploit the success. they 
had seized by surprise. The 
Government, however, after some 
diffcnlty in concentrating and 
supplying sufficient troops, con, 
verted the “putsch” into a pitched 
battle. Noske regulars, with all 
the machinery of modern war, 
made short work of the half- 
bearted, half-armed irregulars of 
Eichhorn, the Spartacist Police 
Commissioner. _ The revolution 
| was crushed in Berlin and driven 
back to the coast ports, whence it 
came ind whither it could later 
be pursued. Liebknecht and 
Rosa Luxemburg, its Berlin 
leaders, were killed under. cir- 
cumstances that suggested @ 
military execution. . 

So the Independents having 
committed hari-kari and the 
Spartacists being hoist with their 
own petird, ntiddle-class and 
moderate Germany heaved a sigh 
of relief, and hoped that the bogey 
of Bolshevism was buried. The 
Isctions to the National Assemb- 
ly were held a few days later 
without . disturbance, and | the 
German revolution entered its 
third and Isst phase.
